SHAKQHAI, Sept. 14—If the reports 


received here from Corea are to be be- 
lieved, there would eeem to be no 
doubt that the Japanese forces operat- 
ing against the Chinese are likely to be 
hemmed in 
Dispatches received here 


from FiiBan bring additional confirma- 
tion of the reports that the whole of 
southern Corea has risen against the 
Japanese. It also seems to be con- 
firmed that the Japanese force of 2l>,- 
000 men who attempted to march from 
Fusan to Seoul have met with disaster 
serious enough to compel them to re- 
turn to the former place, with 1,200 of 
their number missing. From this it is 
judged that serious fighting must have 
taken place and it is not believed that 
the 1,200 missing soldiers will reach 
Fusau. A force of 200 fresh troops 
has arrived at Fusau in order to pro- 
tect the Japanese settlement at that 
place against au anticipated attack 
upon the part of the armed bands of 
Tougakas gathering in the neighbor- 
hood. 


General Li-Yung-Fu, the prominent 


black flag chief of Annal, has received 
orders from the throne to depart as 
soon as possible for the island of For- 
mosa, where he is to act as assistant

General Li-Yung Fu, at the ond of Au-

Nothing daunted, General Li-Yung Fu 
succeeded in smuggling his men across 
to the island in small parties, in any 
boats he could obtain possession of and 
whenever there was a chance of so 
doing 


In this connection it is reported that 


the transport steamer referred to was 
afterwards overhauled by the Japanese 
cruisers who sent boats of armed men 
to board her. The Japanese officers 
demanded the ship's papers, carefully 
examined them and then searched the 
steamer, evidently having received in- 
formation to the effect that General 
Li-Yung-Fu was likely to bs on board 
of her.

Kirby Barnum, who owns a farm near 
the Western border of the Great lied 
Lake Indian reservation, in the north- 
ern part of this state, has just returned 
from a perilous trip down Thief river 
which akirta the reservation on the 
west. The trip was made in a small 
passenger steamer that plies between 
the Indian agency and Thief River 
falls, a distance of 120 miles. 


Fully half of this trip was made 


between walls of 
fire. 
Mr. Bar- 


num says that the flames have jumped 
the Thief river and cut a awath through 
the dense forest fully sixty miles wide. 
The country is aflame, but owing to the 
fact that communication is slow, little 
has been heard about it south. The 
steamer was forced to go three and four 
miles at a time and then everybody 
would get out and stand in the water 
on the sand bars until the fire and heat 
abated somewhat. 


Several times the boat was afire, and 


it was with the utmost difficulty that it 
was saved. It it had been burned the 
whole party must have perished. The 
water in the river had been heated to 
such a temperature by the tire that its 
surface was covered with millions of 
dead fish. Bear, deer and other largo 
game were fleeing from the flames in 
great confusion.

Mars and the earth are coming closer
